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Didsbury responds to Slave Lake disaster

Didsbury residents are 
doing their part to help 
with forest fires that 
started in Slave Lake over 
the weekend of May 15. 

Joshua Braun, 24, of 
Didsbury, was one of 
about 100 Calgary fire¬ 
fighters sent to Slave 
Lake to help with fire 


suppression and to pro¬ 
vide support. 

Braun’s mother, Luella, 
got a phone call Monday 
from her son telling her 
he'd be gone for four or 
five days, at least. 

“It is an honour to 
know your child has been 
chosen to go and do 
something and help in a 
situation that we can’t 
even begin to compre¬ 


hend," she said of the 
news. Braun joined the 
Calgary Fire Department 
in February 2010 after 
getting encouragement 
from many different peo¬ 
ple in Didsbury, she said. 
“But I mean, hey - you’re 
a little bit nervous. But... 
I know the Calgary Fire 
Department wouldn’t 
have chosen him if they 
didn’t think he could han¬ 


dle it. So we are proud 
of him.” 

She hasn’t been able to 
have much contact with 
Joshua but texted him on 
Tuesday night. He said it 
“was a sight to see” and 
really opened his eyes to 
the devastation that can 
happen so quickly. 

Strong dry winds gust- 
ing to 70 kilometres an 
hour, as well as a lack of 


precipitation created 
extreme fire conditions 
over most of the northern 
half of the province, fire 
officials said Sunday. 
Sixty-eight new wildfires 
started within 24 hours 
and by Sunday evening 
Slave Lake issued a 
mandatory evacuation for 
all residents after wind- 
driven wildfires came 
through town destroying

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one third of the homes. 

As of Wednesday after¬ 
noon, provincewide, 
Alberta has deployed 
approximately 1,000 fire¬ 
fighters, including 120 
who arrived Monday from 
British Columbia. As 
well, 124 helicopters, and 
20 air tankers have been 
deployed. 

RCMP has also sent 
roughly 100 RCMP mem¬ 
bers and Alberta Sheriffs, 
including a member from 
the Didsbury detach¬ 
ment. 

“This member is part of 
the Special Tactic 
Operations. So they’re 
called when any major 
incident occurs,” 

explained Sergeant Jeff 
Jacobson. “This particu¬ 
lar member has been 
tasked with door knocks 
to confirm people have 
been vacated as well as 
manning road blocks to 
make sure people don’t 
return and to prevent 
looters from coming 
back." Jacobson doesn’t 
know how' long the mem¬ 
ber will be in the area but 
said he left Sunday. The 
name of the member is 
being withheld to protect 
any family members that 
may be in the Didsbury 
area. 

Council donated $5,000 
from its promotional 
budget to help with the 
fire relief initiative in 
Slave Lake. The request 
came from the town of 
Nanton, which sent out a 
challenge to other munic¬ 
ipalities to raise money 
for disaster relief. 

“They are putting 
together a campaign to 
help out Slave Lake with 
the obviously devastating 
situation they are in as 
result of fire over the 
weekend,” explained 
CynDee Walden, corpo¬ 
rate resource coordinator 
to council Tuesday night. 

Didsbury Value Drug 
Mart was collecting food 
and toiletries all last 
week to send up to Slave 
Lake.

Service 
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Curling club ready 
to move forward 
with repairs

“Everyone's breathing a little easier," since a new ten¬ 
der for the curling club’s needed compressor came in at 
$41,000, less than half of what was originally proposed, 
explained Nicole Aasen, manager of community servic¬ 
es to council last Tuesday. 

The club found out earlier this year that the compres¬ 
sor, that keeps the sheets cool, was on its last legs and 
had to be repaired before another season got underway. 
Council agreed to pay half, but with costs coming in 
around $80,000 the club was faced with deciding 
whether or not this was something they could take on. 

Two years ago, the club was in the hole about $16,000 
and this year has managed to break even, explained 
Gosselin. 

They were originally looking at the possibility of a 10- 
year payback plan with the town but with the new rate, 
were able to whittle it down to five. 

“We’ve decided going forward we want to focus our 
energies on one area instead of trying to do multiple 
things. I think we’re on the right track," she said, adding 
that the club hopes it can pay back the money a lot 
sooner than five years. 

“(The news) was a bomb but it’s only a little hurdle 
now,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Council approved the tender from Cimco 
Refrigeration in the value of $40,100 for the replace¬ 
ment of the compressor in the Didsbury Curling Rink. 
The price includes the price of the compressor, removal 
of the existing unit, all piping, and fitting valves 
required. 

Council approved the five-year repayment agreement 
between the town and the curling club for the purchase 
of the new compressor. 

The club put up its equipment and rocks as part of a 
genera] security agreement so the town’s investment in 
the club's compressor is not at risk if the club dissolves 
in the future. 

The price value of used rocks was estimated at $4,000 
to $5,000 per sheet. The club has four sheets of regular- 
sized curling rocks and two full sheets of junior-sized 
rocks. Its equipment is valued roughly at $11,000.

During a delegation 
meeting Tuesday, three 
neighbours on 23rd Avenue 
asked council to close the 
alley that runs behind their 
properties.

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Didsbury to host Mountain View Arts Festival

A group of local artists 
and enthusiasts found out 
Wednesday they qualified 
for a $5,000 grant from the 
provincial government. 

The group will host the 
Mountain View Arts 
Festival, a two-day event 
celebrating Alberta Arts 
Days in October. 

"This is very exciting,” 
said Kathleen Windsor 
who helped spearhead the 
group and put together the 
grant application. This is 
the third year Alberta has 
celebrated arts days and 
the first year the province 
has offered funding to 


conimunit ies. Windsor 
heard about the grant 
through Active, Creative, 
Engaged Coinmunties, 
another committee she 
sits on, and decided she 
had to get people together 
and on board. 

She said ideas men¬ 
tioned in the proposal gen¬ 
erated around showcasing 
Didsbury’s culture. At the 
museum, for example, 
there are plans for a high 
tea with old-time music to 
represent the relationship 
to Didsbury, Manchester. 

At the library, author 
talks and filmmaking 
classes could be set up. At 
the community engage¬ 
ment site, plans to virtual¬ 


ly connect with Miki Town 
residents are planned as 
well as a seminar for 
Japanese art. 

“The big thing will be the 
street fest on Saturday and 
Sunday where the streets 
will be open to artists, per¬ 
formers and buskers, each 
offering a different compo¬ 
nent,” she said, using 
painting as an example. 
She hopes local groups, 
such as the Didsbury band, 
will get on board. 

Didsbury is one of 69 
groups to receive financial 
support totalling $375,000. 

Each organization 
receiving support will 
partner with others in 
their community to pres¬ 


ent free, family-friendly 
events and activities 
during Alberta Arts Days 
2011, September 30 to 
October 2. 

“Alberta Arts Days is 
about family, community, 
diversity and cultural 
vibrancy. It’s a celebration 
of everything great about 
this province," said 
Lindsay Blackett, minister 
of culture and community 
spirit in a prepared state¬ 
ment Thursday. 

Didsbury was the only 
community in Mountain 
View County to receive 
funding. Communities 
nearby that also received 
money include Cochrane, 
Airdrie and Red Deer.

“This was spearheaded mostly by 
my wife when we realized there 
wasn't a collection site in the 
area," said owner Brad Blatz. 
“We’re collecting a lot of short¬ 
term consumables," he said, using 


kids’ clothes and baby food as 
examples. He was hoping Thursday 
to send up most supplies by 
Saturday afternoon. Blatz and his 
wife coordinated through 
Edmonton Disaster Relief to 
find out what was needed imme¬ 
diately. 

“People came in offering washers 
and dryers and bundles of clothes 


... but people are still in shelters so 
that’s not what they need right 
now.” Blatz had coordinated with a 
group in Red Deer to move sup¬ 
plies over the weekend. 

As the needs change, Blatz antic¬ 
ipates Value Drug Mart will still be 
involved with collecting goods, and 
said to check in to see how the 
needs may have shifted.

Fire safety everyone’s

The massive wildfires that have 
swept northern Alberta in recent 
days have caused great hardship 
for thousands of residents and 
have cost the province millions 
and millions of dollars to fight. 
And while Central Alberta has 
been spared the carnage, the fires point to the need 
for all residents, partic ularly those' living in forested 
towns, villages, acreages and farms, to be fire smart. 

During a recent presentation to the Sundre 
Petroleum Operator’s Group, Alberta Sustainable 
Resource Development fire safety officer Barry 
Shillian explained the vital need for home and busi¬ 
ness owners to take preventive action when it 
comes to ensuring wildfires don’t turn residents into 
victims. 

“Properly preparing your home and community 
doesn’t completely guarantee you won’t incur fire 
damage, but it does reduce the risk,” he said. 

The province has launched an updated informa¬ 
tion campaign aimed at making sure everyone 
knows how to prevent and reduce the impact of 
wildfires. Preventive tips and suggestions include 
the following: 

• Have your municipal fire number or lot number 
clearly visible for quick identification by fire servic¬ 
es; 

• Mow r and regularly water grass within 10 met res 
of buildings; 

• Keep shovels, rakes, axes, garden hoses, sprin¬ 
klers and ladders available to assist in protecting 
homes from wildfires; 

• Remove any vegetation near power lines, 
propane tanks and other fuel supplies; 

• Always keep a watchful eye on fire pits and bum 
barrels when they are in use; 

• Ensure your roof is free of needles and leaves, 
and there are no overhanging trees or branches that 
could catch fire; 

• Have a nearby water supply for emergencies. 

• And ensure that driveways are kept clear so 
emergency vehicles can get to homes and other 
buildings. 

Anyone visiting the region’s forest areas over the 
coming weeks and months should also do their p;irt 
in preventing fires by adhering absolutely to all fire 
bans or fire restrictions and by making sure that 
campfires are fully extinguished when leaving 
campsites and picnic areas. 

Many forest fires are caused by lightning, which of 
course is something that cannot be avoided. 
However, in the case of human-caused fires, those 
are fires that are preventable in almost all circmn- 
stances. 

Being outd<x>r fire smart is something every fami¬ 
ly and every property owner should make a top pri¬ 
ority throughout the year, and in particular during 
the dry spring season. No one wants to bo responsi¬ 
ble for starting a fire that could cause no end of dam¬ 
age. 

And, most importantly, preventing fires before 
they start is the best way to protect the health and 
well-being of the many brave and selfless firefight¬ 
ers who put their lives on the line to protect All>orta 
communities.

There is no conspiracy around high gas price

One of the drawbacks of the more 
pleasant weather conditions we've 
been having this week is that it's left a 
hole in our conversational lives. 
Without snow or blizzards, Canadians 
are dangerously dost 1 to having noth¬ 
ing to talk about in elevators and line¬ 
ups at the Tim's! 

Fortunately, skyrocketing gasoline 
prices have saved the day by provid¬ 
ing a new topic for small talk. 

Newscasts and headlines have been 
dominated lately with stories of rising 
prices at the pump. Experts are 
paraded in front of the camera to 
explain soaring gasoline prices, espe¬ 
cially last week when oil prices have 
been falling. And conspiracy theorists 
are once again up to the challenge, 
spinning out stories of price setting 
and renewing calls for an investiga¬ 
tion of corporate collusion. 

Understanding the daily movement 
in gasoline prices is a bit like trying to 
solve the mystery of the pyramids. 
But if you're intent on trying to untan¬ 
gle the gas price knot, here are six 
things to keep in mind: 

First of all, gasoline prices are set 
by a free market - meaning retailers 
ar»> free to set whatever price they 
feel the market will bear. This may 
seem unfair, since so many of us 
believe that gas is not optional (more 
on this point below). When gas prices 
shoot up, there are inevitably voices 
calling for the government to do 
something. But quite rightly, govern¬ 
ments in Canada are not interested in 
price setting or intervening in the free 
market for gas. If you really want the 
government to dictate low gasoline 
prices, move to Venezuela 

Secondly, prices are influenced by 
factors other than just oil prices. 
Crude oil is the primary input hut 
other factors, such as refining costs. 


regional supply, inventory levels, sea¬ 
sonal demand, and even potential 
weather disruptions in the trans¬ 
portation of gas, all play a role in 
determining prices at the pump. 
Focusing solely on oil prices to 
understand gas prices is sure to yield 
unsatisfying results. 

Thirdly, we naturally pay much 
more attention when gas prices are 
rising than when they're falling. 
Prices are currently quite volatile, but 
over the course of the past few 
decades, prices have tended to track 
fairly closely to overall consumer 
price inflation. There have been plen¬ 
ty of times when gas prices have 
eased. Not surprisingly, we don't see 
as many news reports explaining why 
gas prices sometimes fall even while 
oil prices are rising. 

Fourthly, prices for many other 
consumer items are just as volatile, 
but these don't tend to make the 
evening news. Prices for fresh fruits 
and vegetables, for example, can rise 
and fall very dramatically over the 
period of a few weeks. Take fresh 
tomatoes. Grocery stores tend to be 
competitive in the pricing of toma¬ 
toes, and usually prices vary by only a 
few cents per kilogram (if at all). A 
disruption in the market - a frost in 
California, for example - will send 
prices up in all stores at the same 
time, but no one calls for a major gov¬ 
ernment inquiry into collusion and 
price setting by tomato sellers. 
(Admittedly, the economy is unlikely 
to grind to a halt if our BLT sandwich 
turns into just a BL.) 

Fifthly, conspiracy theorists are 
quick to accuse big oil companies, 
claiming they're in collusion and set¬ 
ting prices. However, the federal 
Competition Bureau has looked into 
this claim six times in the past, and 
has never found a shred of evidence 
of collusion. To buy into this conspir¬ 


acy, you'd also have to believe that 
the federal government's independ¬ 
ent Competition Bureau is in on the 
scheme to gouge consumers. If you're 
prepared to go down that conspiracy 
road, you're also likely to believe that 
man landing on the moon was a big 
hoax, too. 

Finally, contrary to popular belief, 
gasoline is not a necessity. You hear it 
all of the time: “I have no choice but 
to buy gas." But is that really true? 
There are always options in trans¬ 
portation, even if some of those 
options are not immediately appeal¬ 
ing. Public transportation, walking, 
carpooling, and telecommuting are 
some quick and obvious options. 
Moving closer to your place of 
employment is a longer-term option 
(although complicated for house¬ 
holds with more than one commuter). 
Buying more fuel efficient vehicles 
helps reduce consumption as well. 

True, rural dwellers and fanners 
don't have some of these same 
options. It's hard to just hop on a bus 
when you live 50 km away from the 
closest town. And Smart Cars don't 
make any sense on Alberta's niral 
roads in the winter. Still, are there 
ways to minimize car t rips into town? 
Or organizing carpooling with other 
niral neighbours? None of us may be 
able to completely eliminate our 
gasoline consumption, but we're lying 
to ourselves when we believe we 
have no choice but to buy gas. 

The bottom line is that retail gaso¬ 
line is a complex market. Multiple 
factors are always at play, and price 
fluctuations are not really that much 
more erratic than they are in many 
other markets. 

There is no price setting. There is 
no conspiracy. But . .. for consumers, 
there is always choice.

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Charlie (Chuck) Snyder of Didsbury passed away 
peacefully on Monday. May 16, 2011, at the age of 90 
years. Charles is lovingly remembered by his family: 
wife Shirley: children: Linda, Bruce (Jinny). Howie 
(Mary Ellen), Shelley, Lynn (Cindy), Lyle (Loric), 
Penny (GeofTf), Perry (Mary-Anne), Bryon (Patty), as 
well as numerous grandchildren, great grandchildren 
and 4 sisters. He was predeceased by his first wife 
Gloria, infant son Rodney, 7 brothers, 3 sisters, 
brothers-in-law and sisters-in-law. 


The following excerpt was written by Charlie (Dad. Grandpa) for the Snyder 
Family Chronicle. 

Charles Orville Snyder 

Charles was the eleventh child born to William Huber and Eleanora May 
Snyder, on July 3, 1920. Some of my earliest memories are of the large table 
at meal time with as many as eighteen people at the table. The boys sat on 
one side and the girls on the other. Alfred and Alton were always on either 
side of Grandpa Brado. By this time Oscar and Lloyd were out working, but 
were home on Sundays. The older girls did the house work and the cooking. 
The boys did the chores. They milked a lot of cows and had a lot of chickens 
(1 fed the chickens.) 

The Snyder boys had their own hockey team. They played against other 
teams in the community in open air rinks. 

Fall was a fun time, after harvest we would fill our straw ticks with fresh 
straw. The first night was a challenge to stay on them, as they were so full 
and high. 

There were at least six children attending Grand Centre school at one time. 
One of us always got to ride horseback, the rest walked. The janitor had to 
be there extra early to light the fire and do other duties. 1 was janitor for two 
years. We received SI0.00 a month in the winter and $5.00 in summer, (Big 
Wages). Those were fun years I enjoyed school. The school was closed in 
1948 and was moved to Hainstock. For years the school yard was vacant, it 
is now a private R.V. Park with six units. It is nicely landscaped and treed. It 
is a spot of beauty. 

Following school I worked for various farmers in the area. In 1941 I 
joined the R.C.A.F. I was stationed in Calgary, Edmonton. ST Thomas 
Ontario, and Fort MacLeod AB. I was posted overseas with a bomber group 
to Topcliffe, England September 1944. Following V.E. Day, I was transferred 
to Hamburg Germany with a fighter squadron on reconnaissance. I was the 
only member of this large family to join the armed forces. 

I returned to Canada March 21. 1946 and bought one quarter from Dad 
Snyder. On June 28. 1946, 1 married Gloria Brown (the girl I left behind) 
when I went overseas. We had many trials and tribulations. The second year 
I had a terrible tractor accident, when I nearly lost my leg. We were barely 
getting started when this happened. Without neighbours, friends and family, 
who knows what would have become of us. I have never made a complete 
recovery but have managed to get along. We had years of hail and drought, 
but in 1959 we decided to go into the dairy business. We built a dairy set up, 
milking parlour, pipe line, bulk tank, as well as a loafing barn. It was very 
trying - 7 days a week 365 days a year. But it was sure income. 

Charlie spent many years involved in local organizations, one being a 
Charter member of the Didsbury Lions Club. He w as a member 60 years and 
was awarded the Melvin Jones Fellowship, representing his dedication to 
humanitarian service to the highest degree. He was also a member of the 
Legion for 65 years. He was a member of the Knox United Church, serving 
on the Board the Didsbury Light Horse Club, and his unofficial coffee group. 

He had a great passion for curling, golf, square dancing, playing 
horseshoes into the wee hours of the morning, and being a role model to his 
Grandchildren and Great Grandchildren. 

Mom and Dad had 54 amazing years together when Mom passed away 
suddenly on July 26, 2000. A terrible shock and a huge loss to all of us, and 
she’ll never be forgotten. 

Life went on and Dad and Shirley became more than just good friends, 
and were married on May 7, 2005. Their families were both thrilled as not 
everyone gets a second chance at love. Charlie embraced his new family with 
all his enthusiasm and the love he gave his own family. Shirley’s family was 
overjoyed to see their mom so happy. It was a real joy to see them so happy 
together and to share all that love and happiness with their new blended 
family. He will be remembered by all his friends and family; old and new. 
We w ill remember him for his amazing sense of humour, and his unique way 
of “finishing" a joke. He was the “original" recycler, and could manufacture 
his inventions with a liberal amount of duct tape, wire and binder twine. 

He loved his Sunflowers and every time we sec one. we will be thinking of him.
